And thus e man, who might be 
worth nes weight in gold to a armer of 
capital, who could uce his experience and 
science to advantage, may be unable to 
meet the right person, and may go sway 
from the State discouraged and diccour- 
aging otbers from making similar adven- 
tures. It is abcclutely neccesary, in build- 
ing a house, that firm foundations 
should be laid. So in immigration it is 
essential that the sound basis sheald he 
formed of as -ociations in the State to pro- 
vide bomes tor the immigrants, and not to 
let them wendet irom point to point seek 
ing titvations. Sysitomatized, there is not 
a doubt of its success. But no ageut of 
the State, who has any self-re-pect, would 
ever injite workingmen of limited mens 
tocome to a country of such brocd ex. 
pense unless arrangements were made in 
advance for their accommodation. There 
is a demand for good labor all over the 
State, but it must be made known where 
the supply is nceded, and itis a festure 
which must be grafved into any future lag 
islai:on or serious inconveniences and mis- 
fortunes must result to the laborers who 
scek pew homcs among us.
